Beet Harvesting 


Bseanss of the conditions which 
oonfronted us, due to the unfavor¬ 
able harvesting weather of the 
last several weeks, we are face to 
face with the asms aitusiton as 
laat year, wherein threahiiig and 
best harvest must be taken c»i n 
of A the same time. That being 
the eaM beet harvest may Ve 
han^iBBMd somewhat at the start 
toy of sufficient help. This ia 
not altogether a <ltsadvantage in- 
asmaoh as we do not consider that 
the harvest should progress ton 
rapidly at this tin^ It is quite 
evident that the beeta liavo not 
made their maximum augar con¬ 
tent or growth, and for that reas¬ 
on it is well that the farmer regu¬ 
late his affairs so that ho will be 
able to get the benefit of these two 
factors, also in many cases, the 
advantage of doing as large a por¬ 
tion aa possible of his own team 
work and hanling. 

Farmers with large acreages 
should not delay their harvest, but 
shmitd organize their activities 

that their own equipment will 
be used advantageously, and that 
they will bo able to get their beets 
harvested before there is any dan¬ 
ger of freezing. While many meth- 
nda are in use for handling beets in 
the field, as a matter of ec.onoin.v 
the grower should aim to get his 
beets into the wagon with as little 
handling aa possible. Individual 
oircnrostancea govern the l>est 
methods to select. 

We do not feel that the lalior 
situation will prove at all Herion« 
as there are indications that helf» 
will be sufficient to take oare of 
thfjwrop in plenty of time. We 
are oo-operating with the Indian 
agency on the Blo«>d Reserve an^ 
expect to have a good manv Ind¬ 
ians come into the district for this 
work in the near future, as they 
ai*e very much in need of the w'ork 
and are anxious to come down. 

We are still strongly of the 
opinion that under certain condi¬ 
tions it is advantageous to the 
farmer to put his beets in ricks. 
This is especially true where the 
diatanoe is very great or his hanl¬ 
ing equipment ipadequate. By 
making the piles large and in the 
proper way shrinkage would be 
reduced to a minimum. We ex¬ 
pect to demonstrate this on a com¬ 
mercial basia this season. 

Orderly harvesting of the crop 
during October will prove the beat 
means of keeping down costs and 
increasing net returns

Kven today a person eonvirted of 
crime In Japan loses his numu und Is 
only known by his Angerprlnts. 

The hiring of much llllleralo labor 
in Afiiea and South America brought 
Angerprlnting to those continents. It 
was used to identify workmen 

From tlie earliest known AngerprInt 
to the present day no instance has 
bi*en known to the .skilled e)o where 
two Angerprlnts wero alike. The 
nearest alike are tliose of twins. Sir 
E. It. Henry, of England, eximnent 
of Angerprlnting. has divided the 
hand* into over "00,000 sub clTvIslons 
for purposi's of idenUAcatlon. Them 
are four types of rings and st-Xly Anger 
ridge chararterislic.'t.
